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LIBRARY: REPORT 


‘The past year has been the best since the library was installed 
in its present quarters. More books have been circulated, 
more readers have taken advantage of the table literature. 


A station was maintained on West Hill during the summer 
under the personal supervision of Mrs. Glessner. 

Forty books have been given by summer visitors, mostly 
fiction.

To the School Board of Bethlehem: 


| have the honor of submitting my first annual report of the 
schools of Bethlehem. It cannot properly be called a report, 
since my relationship to the school began at the time that our 
printed report closed, July 1, 1923. . Hence, I shall not go into 
the past, with which I am unfamiliar, except to give a brief 
statistical survey of the reports which I inherited. | am_ sorry 
that I cannot give the results of Superintendent Brackett’s tests 
and measurements of the work in the several grades. | am sure 
that the generally healthful condition of the work is due in part 
to his careful measuring of results and keeping the knowledge 
of a standard of attainment clearly in the mind of his teaching 
staff.

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PHYSICAL CONDITIONS 


An extensive and thorough renovating was vigorously carried 
on before the opening of the schools. “The special attack was 
on the large school building in the village. It was painted 
thoroughly, exterior and interior. Walls and ceilings were tint- 
ed or varnished, desks were varnished, basements were cleansed 
and made sanitary. While other improvements are needed, 
the building was made wholesome and attractive. More impor- 
tant than this is the fact that public property was efficiently 
preserved for future use. 


TEACHERS 


Bethlehem is to be congratulated on an intelligent, earnest 
corps of teachers. We are fortunate in having continuous 
service. One resignation on account of ill-health is our only 
interruption thus far. 

May I call attention to the fact that the extreme difficulty of 
securing boarding places and the. comparatively high price of 
board make it dificult to retain good teachers. I realize that 
the difference between summer and winter prices for board 
makes the latter price seem trivial. But the fact remains, that 
wages are comparatively lower and living expenses higher in 
Bethlehem than in many of our neighboring towns. ‘This 
means either a short term of service from good teachers or 
lowering the standard of service. And lowering the standard of 
service is the most expensive and disastrous thing that can come 
to a school system. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend adequate provision for good teachers. 

I advise the careful consideration of our large transportation 
problem, to the end that greater economy may be effected by 
transporting to unite with some other school either rural or 
village, in those instances where the numbers are so few that it 
greatly increases expense and diminishes interest to maintain 
a school. 

I recommend provision for having the work and _ supervision 
of a registered nurse who can spend at least one day a week in 
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our schools. “The investment would be small and returns 
would be large. 

Finally I wish to extend grateful thanks and appreciation for 
many personal kindnesses and evidences of interest in your 
schools. I would especially recall the generous donors who 
bring so much joy to our rural schools at Christmas. ‘Io those 
who have donated curtains and interior decorations for some of 
our schools, to others who have remembered the school lunch 
and supplemented our supplies by thoughtful gifts, both school 
children and school officials are grateful. 

I would like also to express my gratitude to the fine staff of 
teachers who daily carry forward the work. ‘The cooperation 
of Headmaster and Mrs. Harrington, their generosity with 
their car and in other ways have added much to the enjoyment 
and morale of teachers. May I also add that the friendly co- 
operation of the Board, the untiring energy and service of 
Chairman Whyte, have greatly encouraged and stimulated me 
in my work.

Upto the present time, only one pupil has left school, this 
being due to the removal of the family from town. ‘This is 
very encouraging as the importance of obtaining as much 
education as possible and at least continuing throughout the en- 
tire high school course cannot be too strongly emphasized and 
the cooperation of the parents along these lines does much _ to- 
wards making a successful school. 

Out of the above total for this year, eighteen pupils are taking 
the Commercial Course, seven are following the General 
Course, and five engaged in the College Preparatory Course. 
As seen by the above the Commercial Course is the most popular 
and the individual courses offered here are, I think, wel] 
suited to supply the needs of the pupils fitting themselves for 
this line of work. ‘The students in shorthand and typewriting 
have shown by comparative tests that they are meeting the state 
requirements as to speed and accuracy and even in some cases 
exceeding them. It is also interesting to note that when 
comparative tests in Arithmetic and Spelling were given in January 
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to members of Sophomore classes throughout the entire state, 
the results from Bethlehem showed an average higher than that 
of neighboring high schools in both subjects. Owing to the 
fact that the addition of the Commercial Course allowed the 
other two teachers more time it was found possible this year to 
give both Algebra and Geometry instead of having each in 
alternate years as formerly. An advanced course in French for 
those who contemplate attending college was also added _ this 
year. 

The average attendance during the fall term was 97.2 per- 
cent, which compares very favorably with the average in other 
high schools in the state. “The. question of attendance is an 
especially important one for unless the school obtains a. satis- 
factory average, the State Board of Education withholds their 
approval, which consequently reflects discredit on the school as 
well as making it more difficult for those pupils who are desirous 
of attending college. 

In athletics the boys have hada basket-ball team and although 
not always as successful as some of our competitors, yet it seems 
to me that we should remember the old adage, ‘‘It is better to 
have tried and failed, than never to have tried at all,’’ and give 
the boys credit for what they have accomplished rather than to 
criticise them for what they have failed to do. In_ baseball 
Bethlehem High School is a member of a league formed with 
five other neighboring high schools, i.e., Littleton, Lancaster, 
Lisbon, Haverhill and Woodsville. It is hoped that the team 
will make a favorable showing for the cup which will be offered 
as a prize for the leading team. 

In connection with the schools as a whole, I wish to make 
special mention of the hot noon lunches which are being prepar- 
ed under the direction of Miss Sargent. Owing to the fact that 
so large a portion of the scholars come from a distance, it is 
very important that they have an opportunity to obtain some- 
thing hot for their dinner and this usually takes the form of 
cocoa, soup, potatoes, etc. Many of the townspeople have 
kindly sentin contributions whenever necessary and with this 
assistance it has been found possible to make these lunches 
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practically self-supporting. “lo give some idea of the number of 
children benefitting from these lunches; out of a total enrollment 
of 104 pupils in the building, 54 take their dinners regularly 
every day while several more bring them when the weather is 
poor.
